T h e notable event i n the Assembly yesterday was 
the passage of York’s bill allowing women to vote in 
school matters, by a vote of 41 to 35. 


Tho Legislature has devoted consi iera- 
ble tim e to the discussion of the vom an 
suffrage question, though the Constitution 
j does not appear to adm it of the introduc­ 
tion of th at measure. 
The Constitutional 
Convention was solicited strongly to insert 
a provision allowing women to . vote, but 
th a t body couid not be convinced of the 
desirability or equity of the proposition, 
and it may be accepted as certain th at it 
had no intention of providing for any such 
change in the law. 
The advocates of 
woman suffrage, however, do not seem to 
have realized th a t their main fight was 
made and lost when the new Constitution 
was being framed, and they have returned 
to the charge w ith a persistence which 
would have been more usefully expended 
last year. 
The fact th at the organic law 
is against them necessarily deprives the 
present discussion of th at practical in­ 
terest which attaches to measures capable 
of 
being enacted. 
The 
patiem e and 
good humor manifested by members of 
the Legislature under the circumstances 
is however possibly due to the growth 
of a conviction th at the demand for woman 
suffrage is after all a reasonable one. 
T hat the argument in support of woman 
suffrage is in nearly all respects as cogent as 
the argument in support of manhood suf­ 
frage, m ust be adm itted by all who have 
examined the question w ith any care. 
When it is brought forward, however, both 
its advocates and opponents are very apt 
to drift away into irrelevant considerations, 
such as w hether the m ajority of woman 
really w ant to vote, and so forth. 
The 
proposition has also been prejudiced in the 
masculine j mind by a belief th at it is 
closely akin to “ strong-m indedness” gen­ 
erally, and th at the possession of the ballot 
would somehow tend to make all woman 
angular and grim of countenance, and de­ 
r i v e them of those graces and attractions 
which constitute their greatest charms. 
So long as 
the 
advocates of woman 
suffrage rest their claims 
upon equity 
their 
position 
is 
impregnable. 
I t 
is 
not a t all a question of w hether women 
desire to vote. 
The question is as to 
w hether they have a natural right to vote. 
Of course those who are prepared to deny 
th a t men have such a right may extend 
the prohibition to women, but as w hat is 
incorrectly called universal suffrage Í3 the 
prevailing rule of this country, it is fair to 
assume th at the majority of men will up­ 
hold it. 
Nor does it follow th a t beeanse 
women have as good a right as men to the 
suffrage, therefore universal suffrage is 


A REMARKABLE STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


W hoever undertakes at this juncture to 
discover, from the San Francisco papers, 
w hat the Citizens’ Protective Union has or 
has not done, or w hat it proposes to do, is 
doomed to have his labor for his pains, for 
it is unfortunately the fact th at these 
papers contradict one another flatly on the 
most vital points, though each one stoutly 
professes to have the most trustw orthy 
and authentic information. 
The most con­ 
fused question is th at of the alleged com­ 
promise w ith the W orkingmen’s leaders. 
On this there appears to be a quite hopeless 
disagreement. 
For example, yesterday the 
A lla sa id : 
“ W e are pleased to state, 
“ upon undoubted authority, that there 
“ is not a particle of truth in the rumois 
“ which have prevailed in this community 
“ for several days past, to the effect that 
“ the Committee of Two Hundred, who

“ lot crowd of Communists and Nihilists.

There is not and has not 
‘‘been any offer of compromise on their 
“ part, the gentleman assures us.” 
Here 
we have a positive denial th at there has 
ever been any compromise whatever, or 
even an effort at compromise. 
On the 
same morning the Chronicle, which the 
day before had published a long and cir­ 
cum stantial narrative professing to show 
precisely how the compromise had been 
arranged, gravely observed th a t “ there 
“ had been no idea of a compromise, and 
“ none wa3 to be entertained for a mo- 
“ rnent.” 
To cap the climax of bewilder­ 
m ent and contradiction the Call’ printed 
an 
article 
stating 
th at 
a week ago 
“ the hope of a peaceful and satisfactory 
“ compromise 
temporarily quieted the 
“ turbulent elements in the community.” 
and further on observing that “ the sen- 
“ tcnce of Kearney had the tendency to 
“ [etard the hoped-for compromise.” After 
reading all these explanations which do 
not explain, the question w hether there 
has been an attem pt at compromise on the 
part of the Citizens’ Protective Union is 
evidently as far as ever from being an­ 
swered, though perhaps a good deal depends 
upon what different persons may choose to 
call the interviews between Kalloch, Kear­ 
ney and the committee, the occurrence of 
which* does not seem to be disputed by 
any one. 
Meantime the situation is un­ 
changed except by the importation of an 
element of politics which is perhaps des­ 
tined to open the eyes of the community 
in regard to many things which have ap­ 
peared mysterious in the recent events. 


THE 
SUPPLEMENTAL 
REVENUE 
BILL. 


The attempt to undo what was done in 
the Revenue bill, by a supplemental bill 
exempting savings banks deposits from 
taxation, was yesterday defeated by a 
vote of 53 to 22, and though notice of re­ 
consideration ha3 been given there is no 
season to suppose that any change of views 
will occur to revive the chances of passing 
such a measure. 
I t is evident that the 
Assembly could not agree to such a prop­ 
osition without admitting in the most 
direct 
way 
that 
it 
had 
blundered 
in the original revenue bilL 
I t is impos­ 
sible to retreat iu that direction, however, 
for the reason that the original bill follows 
the Constitution closely. 
To nullify the 
one is therefore to nullify the other, and 
this the Legislature cannot afford to at­ 
tempt. 
The new revenue bill will undoubt­ 
edly work injustice and wrong, but that 
cannot be helped, because the Constitution 
expressly commands the perpetration of 
that kind of injustice and wrong. 
The 
Legislature has no discretion in the matter. 
I t must obey the Constitution. 
It cannot 
be held responsible fer what the latter pre­ 
scribes, but it certainly would be held ac­ 
countable for any attempt to nullify the 
organic law. 
The action had upon the 
supplemental revenue bill yesterday is 
therefore the only justifiable course, and 
of this the majority are no doubt thor­ 
oughly convinced. Actual experiment will 
soon develop the defects of the new Con­ 
stitution, and of the laws made under it, 
but no other means of action are available. 


upon those parts of the empire. 
W hen 
the Government found out w hat was going 
on it appropriated §30,000,000 to the relief 
of the sufferers, and this fund has been 
distributed in payment for service upon 
various public works, principally railways. 
The Government, however, is laboring un­ 
d e r serious financial difficulties, and it is 
feared th at before long it will be compelled 
to w ithdraw the aid it has thus far ex­ 
tended, in which event some 200,000 people 
would be deprived of all resources, and 
would 
no 
doubt quickly 
follow the 
500,000 who have already fallen victims to 
the famine. 
The unhappy c o u n ty has 
suffered frightfully from this prolonged 
scourge, and though from time to time 
fitful rumors of distress have reached us, 
no detailed or authentic account of the 
situation has before been accessible. 
The 
fact th at Brazil has very bad communica­ 
tions lias no doubt contributed greatly to 
prevent both the transmission of news and 
the effectual application of remedies. 
The 
loss of life has evidently been frightful, 
and it m ust seem strange th at so wide­ 
spread and persistent a calamity should 
have occurred so near to the U nited States 
w ithout attracting more attention, and 
w ithout calling out the generous impulses 
of the American public. 
One reason of 
this undoubtedly is to be found in our de 
testable fiscal policy, which buildsaChinese 
wall around us, and shuts us off from com­ 
mercial intercourse w ith our neighbors. 


wise arrangement. 
For there are undoubt­ 
edly plenty of men and women who are 
quite unfit for the exercise of a right which 
presupposes the possession of a certain 
measure of intelligence. 


The moment, however, th at men begin 
to defend universal suffrage for their own 
ser, and to oppose it for women, they give 
away their case altogether, for it is plain 
th at thousands and tens of thousands of 
men of the most ignorant and incapable 
kind are now perm itted to vote, whereas 
equal numbers of highly intelligent women 
are refused all participation in the govern­ 
ment. 
The defense of universal suffrage 
is therefore incompatible w ith the denial 
of woman suffrage. 
The two things go 
upon all-fours, in fact, and cannot be logi­ 
cally separated. 
Those only who believe 
in restriction of the suffrage can with any 
consistency oppose the demands of the 
woman suffragists, for they are in favor of 
withholding the i lylit to vota from a con­ 
siderable proportion of the male popula­ 
tion. 
I t appears to us, however, th at the 
one great argum ent in behalf of woman 
suffrage upon which its supporters ought 
to rely, is its practical success in the Ter­ 
ritory of Wyoming. 
I t has been in force 
there now- for several years, and not one of 
the hostile predictions of its opponents 
has been verified in regard to it. 
All its 
effects have been elevating and beneficial. 
I t has made politics more decent. 
It has 
infused a decided moral element into them. 
It has made it impossible for nominating 
conventions to put up candidates of no­ 
toriously lewd and lilthy life. It has made 
virtue and domesticity and temperance and 
th rift and purity of character count in the 
canraffe as those attributes too commonly 
fail to count where men alone are the 
electors. 
I t has not in any way degraded 
the women, but it has distinctly lifted up 
the men. 
The anticipated family quar­ 
rels 
have 
not occurred. 
The appre­ 
hended 
scenes 
at 
the 
polls 
have 
never 
been 
witnessed. 
Elections 
in 
W yoming have 
become decorous 
and 
quiet. 
The women go to the polls as easily 
as to the postoffice. 
The general result of 
the experiment has been to ¿five the Terri­ 
tory better government, and to bring into 
greater prominence 
those social issues 
which men, when left alone, are apt to 
evade whenever possible. 
In fact, the 
Wyoming case is the trum p card of the 
woman suffragists, and it has demolished 
every 
one 
of 
the 
old-fogy 
figments 
which have been so long the staple argu­ 
ments against the change. 
As against the 
practical outcome of woman suffrage when 
fairly tested, there is no longer any room 
for doubt or hesitation, and if the new 
Constitution had not barred the way, the 
advocates of tiiat measure ought to have 
carried the Legislature by storm. 
As it 
is, we see no help for them, however, un­ 
less they can compass the introduction of a 
constitutional amendment. 


FAMINE IN BRAZIL. 
. 


I t is not a little remarkable th at famine 
and pestilence should have been raging in 
Brazil during nearly three years, and that 
only the most imperfect and fragmentary 
accounts of w hat was happening should 
have reached us from a country so close 
to our own borders. 
Y et it appears that 
while the people of the United States have 
been deluged with news about the distress 
in Ireland, which has in few or no cases 
reached to absolute starvation, something 
like half a million human beings have actu­ 
ally been swept away by hunger and dis­ 
ease, in Brazil, and this without arousing 
any sympathy, or producing any outflow 
of charitable contributions. 
Mr. H erbert 
Smith has recently been to Brazil for the 
express purpose of ascertaining the facts, 
and he writes to the press of New York 
letters declaring th at the distress is terri­ 
ble. 
It appears that in the most fertile 
and thickly populated Brazilian provinces 
there has been a three years’ drought. 
Not only have all crops failed, but all 
the stock 
and 
domestic 
animals 
of 
every kind 
have 
perished, and 
rich 
and poor have 
been 
brought to the 
same level of destitution and misery. 
It 
is estimated that 200,000 people have died 
of famine, and 300,000 
of pestilence, 
which, as in all sncb cases, followed close 
upon the heels of the prolonged drought. 
The Government of Brazil did not realize 
the extent and magnitude of the suffering 
until the second year, and then scores of 
thousands of peop'e had perished. 
The 
provinces in which the disaster occurred 
have been literally depopulated, the sur­ 
vIvors having migrated to the coast, and 
thus thrown new and insupportable burdens

Views o f th e Pacific Const D elcxntiun. 
[Special to the Rkcoud-Uniok.] 


W a s h in g t o n , 
March 
24th.—About 
3 
o’clock this afternoon the President sent to 
the Senate three nominations, as follows : 
.Tames 1?. Angel, of Michigan, to be Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
to China, vice George F. Seward, recalled 
(that is to say, removed), and John F. Swift, 
of California, and William H. Wescott, of 
South Carolina, to be Commissioners to Chi­ 
na, to negotiate a treaty. 
Mr. Angel, as heretofore stated in these 
dispatches, is now President of tire Michigan 
State University, a is native of New England, 
and was formerly editor of Senator Anthony's 
paper, the Providence Journal. 
Mr. Wescott was Assistant Secretary of 
State under President Buchanan, and previ­ 
ously occupied the position of Secretary of 
the United States Legation at London. 
He 
remained in private life on his South Caro­ 
lina plantation during the war, and of late 
years has been employed by Secretaries Fish 
and Evarts in several matters of importance 
connected with the work of the State Depart­ 
ment. Thus he prepared the case of the 
United States and acted as our attorney be­ 
fore the Halifax Fishery Commission, and it 
is understood that lie wrote for Secretary 
Evarts the long report on the interoceanie 
canal question, which »»« recently sent to 
Congress. He is a learned and accomplished 
man, of distinguished manners and presence, 
and appears to be about 55 years of age. 
Your correspondent, by conversation with 
the members of the Pacific coast delegation, 
has obtained their views with regard to this 
new and anomalous movement on the part of 
President Hayes’ administration, and here­ 
with presents them : 
Senator Booth and Representative Horace 
Davis agree iu saying that although this plan 
is contrary to their advice and wishes, and 
that while they would have vastly preferred 
the appointment of Mr. Swift as Minister, 
or, failing in that, would have desired to have 
the negotiations intrusted to him as sole 
Commissioner, they nevertheless consider it 
a substantial gain to have the woik placed iu 
his charge iu conjunction with another Com­ 
missioner, but would rather have it intrusted 
to an Eastern Minister or to an Eastern 
Commissioner alone. They also understand, 
from what Secretary Evarts has said, that 
these Commissioners are to be sent out with 
positive instructions to accomplish the object 
of restricting Chinese immigration to this 
country, and they are very hopeful that the 
Chinese Government will not make much 
objection to prompt negotiations for a recipro­ 
cal treaty on this subject that will be effi­ 
cacious and satisfactory. A t the same time 
they propose continuing their efforts to pro­ 
cure the enactment of the fifteen-passenger 
bill by Congress, regardless of the pending of 
the negotiations, just as it was pressed to 
passage in the last Congress while negotfotions 
were still declared to be in progress. 
Representative Page is unequivocally op­ 
posed to the Commission as constituted by 
President H ay«. 
He remarked that of 
course nothing can he accomplished through 
negotiations unless the diplomatic representa­ 
tives of our Government and the Pekin au­ 
thorities arrive at an agreement, and this, he 
says, cannot possibly he expected, for the 
Chinese Government and the Eastern Minis­ 
ter and Eastern Commissioner will be certain 
tr range themselves on one side, while Swift 
will stand alone on the other. 
“ If,” says 
Mr. Page, “ the President and Secretary 
Evarts are acting in good faith, they should 
appoint a Minister who represents a princi­ 
pie opposite to that represented by the Chi­ 
nese Government, and send him to Pekiu 
with instructions to insist upon a modifica­ 
tion of the treaty to restrict Mongolian emi­ 
gration. If positive instructions of this sort 
are to be given, one Commissioner is as good 
as two or a dozen Commissioners, and one 
Minister may be as effectively instructed as 
any Commission, and more so. 
Fair play 
would have dictated the appointment of 
Swift as Minister, with instructions to nego­ 
tiate a treaty ; but the present movement 
looks like trifling with Pacific sentiments, 
and I believe the people of California and the 
Pacific coast will repudiate this attempt to 
stock the jury that are to decide this im­ 
portant question.” 
Congressman Pacheco says that as a direct 
proposition he has been opposed to it, but as 
it has been done, it must be accepted as some­ 
thing much better for the Administration to 
do than to do nothing. 
He regards it as a 
step forward which will result in advantage 
to the anti-Chinese movement, by attracting 
Eastern attention to the importance of the 
subject, if in no other way, and he is also 
sanguine that what the Eastern Minister and 
Commission will see in California, and learn 
from Swift’s able presentation of the subject, 
will enlighten their Eastern prejudices on the 
Chinese question, and lead to harmonious ac­ 
tion and good results. 
Congressman Berry does not believe that 
the new plan will amount £o anything. The 
Eastern commercial and so-called humani­ 
tarian influences will be sufficient to produce 
a division of opinion in the Commission in 
regard to the question of immigration, and 
China, being unwilling to yield the advan­ 
tages she now enjoys under the one-sided 
Burlingame treaty, will readily take advan­ 
tage of this division to prevent anything 
being accomplished. Moreover, he believes 
the Eastern Minister will exert his influence 
against us on this question, and thus make 
our chances of success still smaller. 
Representative Daggett regards this more- 
ment simply as an effort to take the Chinese 
question out of politics, and favors passing 
the fifteen-passenger bill as soon as possible, 
and sending it to President Hayes to veto if 
be dare. 
Daggett also believes that^ under 
this proposed C om m issioner plan the Chinese 
could and would consume three or four years 
of time in cunningly protracted negotiations, 
in which they are proverbially adroit. 
_ 
Congressman Mr hittaker also regards this 
Commissioner idea as a device to remove the 
Chinese question from politics and allay its 
agitation for the time being, and at first 
glance he does not oelieve it will amount to 
anything. 
. . 
. 
Senator Farley says the proposition is a 
departure from all usage and custom. A 
Minister appointed from the Pacific coast 
might have accomplished something, but a 
California Commissioner, who in ail proba­ 
bility will find himself handicapped at every 
turn, cannot be expected under such circum­ 
stances to accomplish anything. 
Mr. Farley 
adds that unless he shall become convinced 


that the South Carolina Commissioner will 
act harmoniously with Mr. Swift, he shall 
oppose the confirmati n of the Commission. 
Senator Jones of Nevada denounced the 
whole plan as a humbug, and a cowardly 
Bcheute to take the Chinese question out of 
politics and away from Congress. 
He con­ 
siders it mere shuffling and evasion on the 
part of Hayes and Evarts, and believes it 
will damage the anti-Chinese cause both at 
home and iu China, where the Commissioners’ 
disagreement will unquestionably weaken 
our position in (the eyes of the Pekin Gov­ 
ernment, and of foreigners in general. 
Senator Slater, the only remaining member 
of the Pacific coast delegation nooy in W ash­ 
ington, was not fouud for an interview this 
evening, but from what he has said concern­ 
ing the recent rumors on this subject it is 
safe to assume that he agrees with Messis. 
Farley and Jones iu his view of it.

There is a large speculative move­ 
ment in products, which has affected banking 
operations at some other citó s as well as 
here, and the gain in exchanges elsewhere is 
not very much greater than an average ad­ 
vance in prices. Tho banks are carrying 
very heavy loads on account of speculation, 
and the sharp demand for money here is due, 
iu part at least, to requirements with which 
the condition of legitimate business has little 
to do.

T he T en T ra d e . 
W a s h in g to n , March 24th.—General Stape, 
Unitad States Consul at lfiogo, iu a dispatch 
to the Department of State, dated Jannary 
29th, transmits the annual report of the tea 
trade of that district, from which it is seen 
that 14,090,000 pounds of tea was exported 
from Iliogo during the year. Over 11,000,000 
pounds was shipped to the United States and 
2.500.000 jKiuuds to Canada. 
None was 
shipped to other countries. The report shows 
a large increase over the previous year in 
quantity ai d value, the prices being higher 
than in 1878, notwithstanding the great in­ 
crease of production. Although all the tea 
shipped at this port went to America, yet 
more than four fifths of it was imported by 
British and German houses, and less than 
one-fifth by Americans. 
Tlie ports in the 
United'States to which the tea was shipped 
wpre : New Yoik, 900,000 pounds ; Chicago, 
2.500.000 ; San Francisco, 50,000. The ship­ 
ments to Chicago were an increase over the 
previous year, while those to San Francisco 
fell off.

W a s h in g to n , March 24th.—Consul-Gen­ 
eral Bailey, in a dispatch to the Department 
of State, dated February 3d, transmits the 
annual trade report of China.

L o n d o n , March 24th.—The Queen, in her 
speech to-day proroguing Parliament, says 
she is induced, by considerations of public 
policy and convenience, to select this period 
of the session for releasing Parliament from 
its duties, with a view to its immediate disso­ 
lution, and the issue of writs for a general 
election. She tenders her warm acknowledg­ 
ments to Parliament for the zeal and ability 
displayed, and especially for the manner in 
which the policy of the Gove rnment has been 
upheld. 
Her Majesty says her foreign rela­ 
tions are favorable to the maintenance of 
peace in Europe, and expresses confidence in 
the speedy settlement of affairs in Afghanis­ 
tan. 
Referring to the measures for the relief 
of the distressed in Iceland, she says she 
trusts that they will be accepted by her Irish 
subjects as proof of the ready symp&thy of 
the Imperial Parliament. 
Concerning the 
commercial and industrial depression, her 
Majesty rejoices in the present signs of im­ 
provement. 
Her Majesty pays a tribute to 
the high spirit with which the agricultural 
classes have contended against disaster, and 
concludes with invoking the Divine guidance 
in the approaching elections. 
The speech was read by Ford, High Chan­ 
cellor.

The compary then con­ 
solidated with a rival company called the 
Sacramento Gas Company, and formed a 
new corporation under the nam« of the 
Capital Gas Company, which issued stock 
to the stockholders of the old companies. 
Morris assigned his stock claim to plaintiff, 
who brought suit to compel the individual 
defendants to surrender 3,500 shares, so 
obtained by them ; to make the new com­ 
pany issue certificates therefor, and that 
he be paid the dividends thereon, the 
value of the stock in controversy being 
about $80,000.

San F rancisco, March 24tb.—As your 
Bpecial representative I have canvassed the 
situation here and report consecutively the 
events which have resulted in producing the 
present state of affairs. 
The Protective 
Union was formed with the single view of 
restoring confidence and prosperity to the 
city. 
It is undeniable that the sand lot agi­ 
tation has almost paralyzed business, de­ 
pressed the values of real estate, and kept 
the city in such a state of apprehension as to 
inflict serious loss and injury upon all classes. 
The leading 
business people were 
im­ 
pelled 
to 
protective measures 
by the 
highest considerations of 
public 
spirit 
and 
the 
general 
welfare 
of 
the 
community. The original plan was based on 
the manly determination to arouse the law- 
abiding, order-loving elements of the city to 
energetic action. The agitators felt its force 
at once, and Kalloch and Kearney began to 
estimate the chances of having to fight or 
subside. 
Kalloch issued his proclamation, 
denouncing the Citizens’ Union and declar­ 
ing that the saud-lotters were the only law- 
abiding people in the city. As ameansof fore­ 
stalling the public verdict as to which was 
the aggressive party, the arrest of Kearney 
and Gannon were a part of the programme 
of the “ Union,” and these things were dune. 
AVhile these vigorous plans and proceedings 
were in progress, the proprietors of two of 
the leading papers in the city interposed a3 
mediators, aud procured an armistice. Tfiey 
brought aoout the conference between a dele­ 
gation of the Citizens’ Committee and K al­ 
loch. 
Such a conference was held, and at 
first It was believed that Kalloch and Kearney 
would surrender almost 
unconditionally. 
Later, however, it was developed that Kal­ 
loch proposed to make bis own jMilitical ad­ 
vancement one of the prizes to be won in the 
negotiations. 
The 
written 
stipulations 
offered 
by Kalloch 
contained 
nothing 
of this, 
but it 
is 
well 
known 
here 
that he has Senatorial aspirations, and that 
he will be the Workingmen's candidate to 
succeed Booth. 
It is also fully known that 
the leaders of the Democratic party have ar­ 
ranged with Kalloch to stump the State for 
the Democratic party in-the coming Presi­ 
dential canvass. 
The Citizens’ Committee 
were from the very first divided as to the 
policy of holding any conferences with the 
leading agitators, and when the “ Trojan 
H orse” proposition made by Kalloch, to 
have the AVorkinginen’s military companies 
enrolled in the State militia, was reported back, 
the opponents of conference and compromise 
received it v. ,th scornful derision. The subse­ 
quent conferences were held with a view to re­ 
trieving disaster, but everything has failed, 
aud there is now a more exasperated state of 
affairs than at any time since the beginning 
of the agitation. 
The Kearneyites 
will 
studiously avoid provoking a conflict, but the 
work of arming and drilling proceeds as for­ 
merly. Gen. John F. Miller has been a con­ 
spicuous leader of the party opposed from 
the first to compromise. The general tone of 
public sentiment is strongly lu the direction 
of want of confidence iu the ability of the 
Citizens’ Union to accomplish any good re­ 
sult, and its disorganization is confidently 
predicted. 
Nomination for Jo in t Senator Eight to 
Seven. 
S a n F ra n c is c o , March 24th.—The Repub­ 
licans last night nominated James M. Byrnes 
as joint Senator. 
The Council of Two Hundred of the Citi- 
zeus’ Protective Union last night nominated 
fifteen freeholders as candidates for the char­ 
ter election.

Bavin» banks have been »*» accustomed to escaping 
taxation in the past that they do not want to be 
compelled to pay any now, and that is what is the 
matter. The commercial t anks aro not complain­ 
ing abont it, and I have yet to hear of any depositor 
co.uplaiuipg. When they do, it will be time enough 


t o c h a n g e the bill. The Constitution savs we must 
tax all property wherever we find it, and these 
credit* ore property and must be taxed. The bank 
has the mortgage, and the m o rtag e is the first 
interest in the land. 
It is time wwsiopped lcgislat- 
in,r in the interest of these Shy locks, and legislate a 
while in the interest of the people. 
Mr. Bhunbb—It seems to me that this is one of 
the many sins that are to be committed in the name 
of the Constitution. 
The Constitution may permit 
double taxation, butit rests with this Legislature to 
gay whether we shall impose it or not. Thereareother 
credits besides pass-books. 
It we find out that if we 
tax pass-bo ks, wc are making double taxation, 
then we have the r ghfc to say that no double taxa­ 
tion shall be imposed. 
Isay that bill 401 is in fa­ 
vor of the commercial banks. 
It will take the pat­ 
ronage from the sa tugs banks and give it to the 
commercial hanks. 1 will tell the gentlemen when 
they will find out whether this is double taxation or 
not. They will find it out when two per cent, has 
been taken out of the pockets of the i oor depositor, 
and they find that they only have three or four per 
cent, interest per annum. 
Mr. MaTBKLL—It is well known that a snake never 
dies until sundown. These tax-shirkere are wrig­ 
gling. We sinashei the head of the serpent with a 
heavy 
stone, 
in 
the 
shape 
of 
a 
tre­ 
mendous majority, but the serpent is wriggling 
again, and we must raise the stone and squash iia 
head lore ver. These gentlemen are eheddicg croc­ 
odile tears about the taxation of poor depositors. 
They never shed any crocodile tears when one of 
their heaviest concerns closed its doors and swin­ 
dled poor men out of their earnings. Twae gentle- 
meu nave been esc&piug taxation, and we have de­ 
termined that they shall escape no longer. They 
defy the laws of tho State ; they say if you put this 
tax on us we shall defy you; we will not obey i t ; 
we will saddle it qp tho poor depositor, and make 
him pay it. Was there ever such insolence as this ? 
i wish I had a voice like tho thunder, that I might 
be beard at every fireside in the laud. 1 would say 
to these depositors, the quicker you take your 
money out of tho han.ls of these men, who threaten 
to defy the law, the better. 
I say, let the poor de­ 
positors know this. 
Lot them cease paying money 
into these concerns. Let them withdraw their de­ 
posits. I hope that the same majority that passed 
Ko. 404 will uomo up aud kill thij bill—smash the 
read of this scotched serp ^t. 
Mr. Fox said he had no sympathy to express for he 
poor depositor, nor any prejudice against the rich, 
9 but he had a respect for a great principle. The 
question is, shall the saiuo property be twice taxed? 
That is just what 401 does. 
1 confess that the bill 
now before us is not complete, but amendments are 
cut off. The depositor is taxed, and the same prop­ 
erty is fcgain taxed in the hands of his agent. They 
talk about the savings banks being borrowers of 
money. 
If any gentleman will show me one, I will 
agree to forfeit their franchise. They have no right 
to do it. The money in the bank is the money of 
the depositor, as much as if he placed it in his neigh­ 
bor's safe for safe keeping. AM this bill proposes is 
to prevent him from being taxed twice oil the same 
money. The people never intended any such thing. 
Mr. May said he would not undertake to make an 
argument, for it would be useless, but he rose more 
to put himself positively on record as unalterably 
opposed to the principles of 404, which does allow 
of double taxation. 
This is a question of the com­ 
mercial banks and Shylocks against the |>eople of 
California. That is what it amouuts to. 
The Shy­ 
locks are on the rampage. They want the rates of 
interest raised. If the savings banks would r&itfp 
the rates of interest, there would be no conflict be­ 
tween them. 
Mr. H a r r i s said his bill would not only include 
deposits in savings hanks, hut in commercial banks. 
The commercial hanks pay iuterest on deposits also. 
They issue pass-books. The poor depositor has been 
invoked in this case. 
Wherever was there a stu­ 
pendous fraud attempted that charity was not used 
us a mantle to cover the iniquity ? 
So far as the 
legal aspect was concerned, he* was astonished that 
legal gentlemen should pronounce it double taxa­ 
tion. 
1 cue them to the moat eminent authors, who 
will contradict auy such assertions. 
I refer them 
to Mr. Cooley, page 158. 
Mr. Merry—The whole argument in favor of this 
bill is based on the assert on that the bank is the 
agent of the depositor. 
As a legal proposition, os a 
common sense proposition, I deny it. 
If a man is 
my agent, and loans money for me, he loans it in 
my name. 
But the bank receives the monev in the 
name of the bank, and it is loaned out again in the 
name of the bank. The bank takes a mortgage, 
which is in the name of the bank. The argument 
falls to the ground. 
Mr. Lank hoped the bill would be killed. A bill 
has been passed aud signed, and let well enough 
alone. If the bill had been unconstitutional the 
Governor would have vetoed it. 
If it is constitu­ 
tional, then we want nothing to nullify it. They 
talk about laws for the poor. I have never seen a 
’aw passed in favor of t'ic poor man, and if I live a 
hundred years I probably never shall. 
Mr Fbltoji quoted Article XUI., and argued that 
this was not contemplated. The Constitution never 
intended double taxation. This Bill No. 404 taxes 
the property in the hands of the owner, and again in 
the hands of his jq^ent, and who is there who will 
not say that this is double taxation ? For that rea­ 
son he supported the bill. 
Mr. B raik iiart said ibis whole discussion was 
had on bill 404. The question uow simply is whether 
we shall go back on the record we then made. 
It is

The State Board of Equali­ 
sation will hkvo something to do with this, ilut, 
sir, there are other things in this new bill which are 
wrong. There is a 1 md assessment question brought 
into this bill, and if it pssses there is great danger 
th at the wise provisions which wc have incorporated 
into bill No. 404 will bo nullified, and the land 
monopolists will he enabled to escape.

Mr. Dei. Yallk—I hold that under the Constitu­ 
tion these credits must be taxed. We arc command­

Mr. Sl’BNCBR said it was the old story over again. 
U carries us back to last May. The bill we have 
passed is constitutional, aud I propose that it shall 
stand.

The Constitution has decided it, and we must stand 
by the Constitution. 
Mr. Du Brutz read from the report of the Bank 
Commissioners to show that there were but three 
banks in the State on t*i3 mutual plan.

You haveexempted commercial banks 
and shylocks. They pay hut oi.e tax, while the 
depositors have to pay two taxes. You have said 
that the poor man snail l*e taxed twice; that the 
widow and the orphan shall be doubly taxed, while 
the Shylocks escapo taxation. 
You have won a vic­ 
tory. You may glory over your victory as you 
please. 
Now, the Legislature created these savings 
banka. 
If you don’t want ihem to exist auy longer 
wipe them out; but don't undertake to btrangle 
them out of existence in this way. 
Don’t close them 
out by double taxation. 
If you close them up these 
depositors cannot get their tnouey for years, and all 
this time they must pay taxes without being able to 
get any interest. I siy it is all wrong, and I want 
to be put on record against this pernicious principle 
of 404. 
The question being on striking out the enacting 
clause, it w&d carried by a vote of 51 to 21.

Assembly Bill No. 296—An Act for the relief of

relating to salaries of school teachers in cities hav­ 
ing 100,000 inhabitants or more (by Mr. Traylor). 
Mr. Braunhart moved an amendment reducing 
the salaries of the high-grade teachers. 
Mr. Fixlatbob thought the amendment should 
have been presented to the committee. 
He hoped

He said the fixing of salaries took 
áway t standing menace against the teachers of Fan 
Francisco. This menace came from demagogues 
who succeeded in getting elected school directors 
in t*a? city and levied mss.asmcnts o.i the teachers 
for political purpose». 
Mr Cook wished to strike out the enact;ngcl ause. 
If Fan Franc sco had become polluted in politics, it 
was no reason why tho country should be called 
upon to come to the rescue. 
Mr. McDadk opposed the striking out of the en­ 


acting clause, but was in favor of fixing the salaries 
upon a just and equitable basis. The school teachers 
weru a worthy class and d serving of consideration. 
Mr. An am M moved to refer to the San Francisco 
delegation. Lost.

Mr. M c C a r t y said the bill would establi-h a school 
ring in San Francisco, and if made general m its 
provUions its influence would extend throughout the 
State. A* it was now presented it was clearly uncon­ 
stitutional.

Mr. sinon thought the law would be beneficial and 
not unconstitutional. 
Mr. Spencer favored the striking out of the enact­ 
ing clause. 7 be new Constitution did not contem­ 
plate such legislation as was pro|K>aed here. 
Mr. Fixlaysom hoped the bill would recei'G favor­ 
able consideration frpin the House, as it was JU8-i 
and demanded by a large and highly respectable 
class of the community.

Mr Merry' was opposed to tho reduction of salar­ 
ies among those teachers who occupied p o tio n s 
in prima y departments. 
Lower grade teachers 
had been reduced forty per cent., while those in 
high position had ouly been affected ten per cent. 
The question of salaries should not be left at the 
mercy of a B oard constantly changing. This was 
not special leg elation.

Mr. Uakkky said the bill was sanctioned by the 
best citizens from Fan Francisco, and ehould pass. 
Mr. York said they had a ring down in San Fran­ 
cisco and wanted legislative assistance to break it 
up.

I am going to vote with the San Francisco delega­ 
tion on this bill, aud this evening you may have an 
opportunity to return the favor.

Mr. YOUKQ moved that the special order of the 
day be suspended temporarily, and that the substi­ 
tute for Drainage Bill No. 334 be read, so that it 
might go to a third reading. 
Mr. C handler- Mr. Speaker, yesterday there was 
a motion made here to let some twelve or fifteen 
parties visit Marysville and vicinity to take a view 
of the destruction that has beeu brought about there 
by debris from the mines. The House thought it 
could not spare them, 
it did not want the mem­ 
bers to leave and £0 up tiiere at the State’s expense. 
I have a proposition to make to the Legislature. 
This is a grave subject. We believe the members 
here ought to understand i t ; wo need time to pon- 
aider this and we propose, or I propose, through the 
fanners of Sutter ami Yuba counties thereabout, to 
charter a train of two coaches to take up the Legis­ 
lature, free of cost to them or the State, on next 
Sunday, leaving here at 8 o’clock a. m., aud return­ 
ing in the evening.

LABORERS ON PUBLIC WORKS. 
M r. Maybkll intro4 uced out of order an Act to amend 
Sections 178 and 179 of the Penal Code, in reference 
to the employment of laborers by corporations in the 
State of California. He stated that Senate Bill No. 
0, signed by the Governor, had been decided uncon­ 
stitutional. His bill was in accordance with the 
Butlingamc treaty and met the objections of un- 
stitutionaJity urged against Senate Bill No. 6. He 
wished to have the bill taken up and acted upon as 
speedily as possible. The bill wa^oidered to be 
printed. 
third reading pile. 
The Assembly then took up the third reading file, as 
follows : 
Assembly Bill No. 103—An Act to limit and fix 
the wages and hours of labor of conductors, drivers 
and employes (by Mr. Braunhart)—passed. 
Assembly Bill No. 340- An Act to provide for and 
euforce liens of mechanics, material men, artisans 
and laborers (by Mr. Sinon)—passed. 
Assembly Bill No. 430—An Act to amend Section 
2536 of the Political Code (by Mr. Gaffey). 
Mr. Gaffey said : 
My object in introducing this 
bill was to assist the laboring masses who are now 
working on starvation wages. They are employed 
by merciless contractors who care not for their 
wants, care not for the sufferings of the fam lies of 
those poor fellows who are anxious to earn an honest 
living. I hold that if those men were ¡>aid a fair 
day’s wages for an honest day’s work there would 
be none of the so-called tramps in California to-day. 
But, sir, I see that it is utterly iinjiossible to get any 
legislation in the interest of that class of citizens, 
therefore I will let the odium rest where it belongs. 
This bill caused considerable discussion on the 
clause which required the labor to be done by the 
day instead of by contract. The bill was lost—ayes 
30, noes 36. 
Assembly Bill No. 110—An Act to establish eight 
hours as a legal day’s work (by Mr. Maguire). 
Mr. Tylkk. rroved to stnke out the enacting 
clause of the bill. 
Mr. Braunhart moved to recommit the bill to 
the Committee on Labor and Capital, with special 
instructions. Carried—ayes 33, noes 32. 
. 
Recess until 7 r. M. 


EVENING SESSION. 
Assembly re-convened at 7 o’clock r. m., and pro­ 
ceeded to the consideration of the 6j)ecial order, 
which was: Assembly Bill No. 139—An Act to 
enable female citizens to vote upon all matters 
relating to the public schools oftheState of Cal­ 
ifornia (by Mr. York). 
Mr. May made a brief speech, in which he stated 
tb it he found upon examination that there were 
only three otfices in the State that could not be 
filled by women,—the Railroad Commissioners. 
Mr. Mathews moved t© suspend the rule restrict­ 
ing members to five-minute speeches. Lost. 
Mr. Yoono made a five-minute speech, in which 
he said in the limited time allowed he could of 
course not discus* the subject exhaustively 
He 
thought from the Declaration of Rights and the in­ 
terpretation of constitutional law by Judge Cooley, 
the right might be granted 
Mr. Cook made a brief speech, in which he said a 
woman had led to the discovery of America by the 
encouragement extended to Columbus. 
On motion of Mr. Yorxo, Mr. 'Jyler was given ten 
minutes ill which to explain the legal points involved 
in the bill. 
Mr. Tyler then made an able and eloquent 
speech, confining him-elf principally to the legal 
pr< positions involved, and expressing his convic­ 
tion, upon a full examination of the question, that 
the new Constitution gave the Legislature the 
power to extend the suffrage asked for. His speech 
no doubt had a great effect in determining the final 
vote upon the bill. 
Mr Gorley made a brief speech, in which he said 
he hoped the women of this .State woukl live long 
enough to elect Judge Tyler Chief Justice of this 
State. In some humorous remarks he expressed his 
conviction that the bill should pass. 
Mr. McDadb said until the sentiment of the ladies 
was fully cxprcsicd upon this question, lie should 
be compelled to vote against ihe extension of suf­ 
frage to them. 
Mr. Maybkll made an eloquent and able speech in 
support of the bill, his time being extended by com­ 
mon c nsent. 
Mr. Del Valle spoke at some Kngth in opposition 
to the bill. 
Mr. bwEKTLAXft created considerable merriment by 
staling that he was in a perplexing condition re­ 
garding th s bill. 
He had received a letter from tho 
young lady to whom he was tngageJ to be married, 
and ahe told him if he voted for the 1 ill the engage­ 
ment must be terminated. At hi* age in life hecmld 
not take any chances, and would have to vote against 
the bill. 
Mr. Brauihiart opposed the bill and claimed that 
suffrage was not desired by the women of the State, 
a -d, under the Constitution, should not be granted. 
The bill was al90 opposed by Messrs. L a n k , M c ­ 
C a r t y of Lake, and M k r r y ; and favored by Messrs. 
A n t h o n y , D u B r u t z a n d Y o r k . 
At the conclusion of his speech, Mr. York called 
the previous question, and the bill passed by the 
following vote :
